company 


was left in undisturbed 
possession of 
an enormous quantity of material, ex­ 
ceeding in value a score of times that 
which was found by Dalton. The City 
Council last year saw the 
discrepancy 


so forcibly, when the County Assessors 
rolls were handed over to the city for 
tax purposes, that they raised the $68,- 
000 to $750,000. 


The 
city gains a direct advantage 
from Dalton's assessments- owing to 
the operation of a law covering the use

collects the personal 
property tax, now has those rolls for 


1885, and the tax is due and payable 
upon demand.

More Rambles. 


In making our rambles about and 
noting down what any person may see 
if they will take the time to look at it, 
many times we come across people 
who 
are as interesting in their conver­ 
sation about the early history of the 
town as the manufacturies, fine resi­ 
dences and public places which the 
G A Z E T T E man has, from time to time, 
laid before its readers. 
The idea will 
be to occasionally give short biogra­ 
phies of some of the old timers who 
gave Berkeley its first start from which 
the present town has grown to. 


Among the first of energetic go- 
ahead citizens to settle down here was 
Louis Gottshall, who first arrived in 
the town on 
October, 1875 
nearly 
twenty years ago. 
His first venture 
was in the dry goods business. 
At the 
time the main street for business was 
named Choate and it ended up against 
the University grounds. 
It was at this 
northern end of the street that the first 
business houses were erected and here 
for two years Mr. Gottshall made his 
first success in a business line. 
In the 
latter part of 1877 Mr. F. K. Shattuck 
erected for Mr. Gottshall a building on 
the south-west corner of Shattuck ave 
nue and Addison which is still stand­ 
ing. 
In this 
building 
Gottshal 
changed his line of business to that of 
general merchandise taking as a part­ 
ner W. J. Stoddard, who afterwards 
sold his interest to Joseph McClain 
and the firm name was changed to that 
of Gottshall & McClain and the busi­ 
ness was conducted very successfully 
for the succeeding six years. 
During 
five years of this partnership the senior 
partner held the office of Town Treas­ 
urer and was then elected to the posi­ 
tion of Public Administrator, a county 
office, which he held for two terms of 
two years each. 


In March 1883 Gottshall sold out 
his interest in the grocery business to 
his partner, McClain, and went into 
the real estate 
business with J. L. 
Scotchler. 
The commencement of the 
latter business was in 1885 and like all 
his previous ventures proved very suc­ 
cessful and the firm. built Gottshall 
block, consisting of six Stores and 
twenty six rooms, located on the corner 
of Center street and Shattuck avenue. 
This was the first block of buildings 
erected in Berkeley. 
Full of enter­ 
prise and looking about to see what 
would be best for the town's interest 
he became one of the first promoters 
and principal owners of the street rail­ 
road connecting East and West Berke­ 
ley and afterwards the Peralta Park 
branch to it. 
Mr. Gottshall was also 
one of the principal promoters of the 
Berkeley and Oakland Electric railroad 
system. It was always his idea to 
build up the town and at the same time 
do it by means which not only help 
the place but in time the projects' 
would become valuable paying prop­ 
erty. 
This double foresight, if it may 
be so called, appears to be innate in 
the subject of this sketch. 
He has 
always managed to make a double 
pull, each one 
helping the other. 
Naturally success followed. 


He built the first fine dwelling house 
south of Shattuck avenue. 
Louis 
Gottshall is well known all over the 
county of Alameda. 
He is now in 
the prime of life and capable of taking 
hold of, pushing and managing an en­ 
terprise of any extent. 
His executive 
ability is of the first order and in any 
enterprise which he may take hold of 
and put his whole mind to his force of 
will power is sure to carry him through. 
This is only a short sketch of one of 
Berkeley's oldest and most pushing 
citizens.

he was ever faithful to duty, Rubinstein j 
was not a happy man.

Life failed to give him the j 
amount of enjoyment he craved outside 
his art, and except in the society of j 
women he did not seem even commonly I 
happy. But far the-fair sex he had ever i 
a joke and a smile. 
It amused him to < 
shock their feelings, and when 
they 
opened their eyes widely at his audacity 
he never failed to enjoy i t B e believed 
that a knowledge of woman was neces­ 
sary to an artist, and if a young aspirant , 
to any'arttstfo calling asked his advice j 
his first question was, "Have yon loved j 
y e t ? " 
For he believed that a man who < 
oould not love was incapable of becom­ 
ing an artist 
He himself oould not be 
accused of any failing in this case, for 
his loves were almost as many and va­ 
rious as his days. He had all the faults 
and all the virtues of his" artistio call­ 
ing, and in every sense of the word lived 
far his art and his fancy regardless of 
all things.
